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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species I in Paper No. 5 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 6-10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in Paper No. 5. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(l) states, "the Ust may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper," Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: Electronic Control Containment Unit for Bicycles. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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7. Regarding claim 1, the phrase "and/or" renders the claim indefinite because the claim 
includes elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "and/or"), thereby rendering the 
scope of the claims unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

The dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an apphcation for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 2 1(2) (a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed imder the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a). 

9. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin. 

Lin discloses a bottle-cage supporting unit (10) fixed to a bicycle fi*ame comprising a 
containment unit (33) capable of holding an electronic device or power supply system, to the 
degree claimed, wherein the unit has a conformation suitable for fixing in the same anchoring 
point as the unit (Figures 1 and 2). The unit can be fixed to the fi-ame using the same fixing 
means (30) as those used to fix the unit to the bicycle. 

10. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ishikiwa. 
Ishikawa discloses a containment unit (64) for holding an electronic device or power 

supply system (65), wherein the unit has a conformation suitable for fixing in the same anchoring 
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point as the unit (88), a container (64) for at least one electronic control card and an auxiliary 
container (27) for an electronic power-supply battery, and the unit can be fixed to the fi-ame 
using the same fixing means (67) as those used to fix the unit to the bicycle. 


1 1 . Claims 4 and 5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the Umitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 


12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Jack, Ku, LaPorte et al., Davis, Nakahara, and Mostashari are cited for containment 
units capable of carrying objects on a bicycle.
